CABLE LETTER. 



British Government and the Treaty of 
Peace— Its Conditions Cannot 
Be Reduced. 



Mr. Balfour's Speech at the Primrose 
League— The Standard and 
Mr. Chamberlain.

London, April 27.— The final deoiaion ol 
the British government to refrain from 
modelling with tho Eastern question as re- 
garda China and Japan has been taken on 
tho advico, Btrongly put, of the British diplo- 
mats In Pekin and Toklo. It is llkoly that 
the conditions of tho treaty of peaoo when 
aoon with unprejudiced eyoa will ahow that 
Japan has won a oomploto viotory, nob only 
by force of arma but in the field of diplom- 
acy. Tho reports mado after tho Chlnose 
Mow Year indicated that Japan was deter- 
mined to dictato in Pekin terms far more 
rignrouB than thoao oxaotod at ShimonoBokL. 

Lord Kim'o*rly, secretary of foreign af- 
faire, has rccoived assurances from the Brit- 
i(h ropreaentativo in Tokio, that tho preicnt 
Jupanooo ministry aro experiencing their last 
duyo of existence aa a composite body, and 
the British agent expresses his bolief that 
tho conditions of tho treaty of poaco, as 
already published, are incapable of reduc- 
tion is reaped of tboir oxaotlona and that 
tho minimum of tho Japanoeo olalmB is 
groator than boforo the war, when,jis a 
matter of faot, an accession of torritory was 
the ohief aim of the Mikado's government. 
It is represented by tho British agent at 
Toklo that Count Ito, president of the 
Japanese oounoil of minlBtera, will bo unable 
to govern much longer, owing to the tactics 
of the opposition in tho Diet in rejecting 
war meaaures and refusing to vote supplies, 
virtually bringing tho legislative machinery 
to a standstill. Although tho complete suo- 
cesa of the war has greatly subduod this 
spirit, there is no doubt that tho Ito party 
will be overthrown if thoy accedo to tho de- 
mands of Russia. 

Lord Kimberley and his colleagues take 
the sumo view of tho situation as that which 
Viscount Curzon, M P., outlined on tho eve 
of tho war, thab , if the Ito ministry should 
fall it would bo a genuine calamity not only 
to Japan bub to tho Europoan powcra. The 
British government ascribe the early and 
successful cloao of the war to his tact and 
capacity in spite of the clamor of a vast major- 
ity of tho pooplo that Japaneso troops 
hall occupy Pekin. In view of this feol- 
irg the British and other Europoan ropro- 
snntativea in China and Japan havo advised 
that any proposal that Japan surrender any 
part of the ceded territory at the bidding ot 
tho European powers would bo likely to 
jeopardize the Japanese constitution and 
undo the greater parb of the progressive 
work whioh has been done in Japan within 
the last quarter of a oontury. 

Mr. Pickering, who has served long and 
ftJthfnlly in the British service, and who 
baa lately been employed in the intelligence 
department of tho war offioe to reporb upon 
the state of the Chinese army, says : " The 
partition of China Is inevitable. If England 
is wiBe she will propare for the ooming 
soramble. In the meantime the interest 
lies in tho success of Japan. It is my belief 
that Russia will nob remain conbonb uobil she 
gets an all the year round open port in the 
Paoifioandaportlon of Manchuria. Gormany 
will aob merely as a cuckoo bo placo her 
young in bho nosts of others, so aa bo make 
money oub of our marketB and under sell 
The same sentiment is expreasod by 
tho other ofliolal rcsidonta in China and 
Japan who havo had an opportunity to ob- 
serve tho situation, bollove that tho Ameri- 
can govornmonb ia aoting honorably and is 
not making either of tho warring countries 
a tool for tho attainment of its own ends. 
Tho anti- JapanoBO protest issued by France 
is regarded generally as a mere form to sat- 
isfy KuRaian. 

Tho English press devotes column upon 
column of spaco in oommont upon tho speech 
of Mr. Balfour ab tho annual asoombly of tho 
Primrose Loaguo yoaterday. Tho utterances 
of tho Conservative leader aro regardod in 
the light of a groab victory, inasmuch as the 
rupturo botween tho Torios and Unionists, 
which was foroBhatlowed in last week's dis- 
patches, would undoujbledly occurred if 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour had 
not promlaed to go to tho country 
with a programmo ombodying tho social 
reforma whioh Mr. Chamberlain udvooateB. 
With tho personal followers of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, togothor with tho support of tho 
Moderate Liberals and Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Bilfour, tho moaning is that ho (Mr. 
Chamborloin) will bo bho nexb chancellor of 
tho exchequer, and that tho Duke of Devon- 
shire will also bo in tho cabi- 
net. Many oxpect to soo Mr. Chamber- 
lain's Bchemo of Irish looal government, 
which Mr. Glsdstoio overruled in 1H85, re- 
produced with alta-atlons mude in accord- 
ance with Mr. batfour's cxperienoo in Iro- 
land during his term as Chief Seorotary. 
Tho Tory adversaries of Mr. Chamberlain, 
however, arc not Bubduod. The Standard, 
in Its comments on Balfour's Bpcech, de- 
scribes aa quito unnecessary tho warmth 
with which ho dwolt upon tho cemonted 
political friendship botweon himself and the 
Unionist loader, and doubts that tho senti- 
monts whioh tho Con8orvatlvo loader ex- 
pressed were thoso of a majority of the 
party.

CORINTO OCCUPIED. 



Marines Landed by Admiral Stephen 
son, Britain's Demands Not Having 
Been Complied With. 



Great Excitement In Nicaragua, Which 
Decidedly Refuses to Pay 
the Indemnity. 

London, April 27.— A dispatoh from 
Managua says : " Shortly after 2 o'clock 
In tho morning 22 boats filled with marines 
and aoamen were lowered from the Britiah 
warships and immediately after tho veasola 
oamo round bowa on and advanced in a lino 
towards the government pier. Eaoh largo 
launch carried a machino gun. Thoro was 
a great orowd at tho pier, no hoatilo demon- 
stration was mado. The landing party 
marohod without opposition to tho custom 
houso and hoiatod tho Britiah flag thereon. 
A parb of bho marinos oooupy tho prin- 
cipal quarter of bho oity. Rear-Admiral 
Stephenson deolarod martial law. A largo 
number of Nlcaraguan troops arrived at 
Corlnto on the evening of tho 2Gth with 
artillery, and enoamped ab bho lower end of 
tho bown. Ordor Is maintained by the 
marines who patrol the streets. Tho popu- 
lace Ib quiet. Tho landing party was com- 
manded by Cape. French of tho Royal Ar- 
thur, who immediately IsBued a proclamation 
assuring the citizens that their rights would 
be respected, and that they might pursue 
their vocations without fear of molestation. 
The proclamation also contained a warning 
that any act of hostility would bo opposed 
with tho full fores of the fleet, 

A Colon dispatch saya the Niaaraguan 
forces ab Corlnto withdrew, croaaing the 
lagoon separating the bown from bhe main- 
land, and are now strongly ontronobod 
thereon. Corinto ia entirely deserted. A 
bombardment is momentarily expected. 

Colon, Colombo, April 27. — AdvJces just 
received state that the populace at Managua 
hold a mass meeting yesterday, ab which 
resolutions were adopted urging tho govern- 
ment to refuse to accept England's ultima- 
tum. A mob headed by a milti- 
tary band paraded the streets and 
attempted to attaok tho Brit- 
ish consulate, bub were provented 
by the Nicaraguan police, who 
finally succeeded in diaperaing bhe rioters. 
The consulate was guarded last night by a 
Nioofaguan military forco, and every pre- 
caution was taken to prevent any violent 
demonstration. The enthusiasm of the people 
Is arousod. Thoir hatred of England cannot 
bo eradicated. The government is using all 
moans in Its power to restrain the populace 
from committing violence. 

Washington, April 27.— AdvlooB re- 
ceived here say that although thero was no 
reBistanoe to the landing of tho Britiah 
marines, any attempt to penetrate the in- 
terior or leave tho environment of Corlnbo 
will be resisted. Greab oxcltemenb is roporbed 
to exist at Nicaragua, whioh, ib is said, 
will not pay the indomnity demanded by 
England, in whioh event the oooupation of 
Corinto may be Indefinite. The ultimatum 
provided for not only the payment of the 
indomnity, bub furbher that a joint commis- 
sion shall be established to fix tho damage 
whioh resulted to British subjects from their 
arrest and expulsion from Nicaragua. In 
the British ultimatum it Ib stated that the 
commission bo pass on the British olaims 
shall not contain a representative ■ of any 
American republic. Nicaragua, ib is 
claimed, will nob submit the mabbor to a 
commission unless a reproBontabivo of the 
Unlbed States is placed thereon. 

The Nlcaraguan minister, Dr. Guzman, 
received two cables from Managuo to-day. 
Othor diBpatchea atated unequivocally that 
tho British forceB were in posaoasion of 
Corinto. No additional detaila woro given 
beyond the Btatcmenb thab bhe British Sag 
was flying over tho town, and that tho 
Nicaraguan flag had been haulod down. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote Informed tho United 
Preaa representative to-night that ho had 
received nc news concerning tho landing of 
Britiah troops in Corinto. Ho hoped the 
troublo would bo onded soon, to tho mutual 
satisfaction of all parties interested. 

AdvicoB were recoived at Esquimalt yes- 
terday of tho occupation of Corinto, Nicara- 
gua, by Admiral Stephenson.

GERMANY AND JAPAN. 

The Kaiser Believed to Have Planned 
the Programme— Has He 
a Grievance? 



His Desire to Demonstrate His Faith- 
fulness to Russia as 
an Ally, 



Berlin, April 27.— Germany's decision to 
join RuBsia and France in the protest 
against bho Shlmonosekl treaty surprised 
and diBploased the majority of tho German 
politioiuns. Ib was such a sudden departure 
from the Empire's policy of non-interven- 
tion, thab at first tho reporb was discredited. 
When the course of events wus mado known 
by tho semi official dailies, tho goneral im- 
pression was that Germany had , plunged 
considerably Into a dangerous policy. 
Many persons exproesod doubt that the 
cautious and experienced Hohnnlohe had 
deolded to move, In tho last tbreo days the 
belief has grown that tho Kaiser plannod and 
directed the new move personally, so as 
to identify himself with Russia's foreign 
polioy and to show the court of Sb. Peters- 
burg his approval of the Czar's managing 
international politics to hia own taste. He 
probably aims also to demonstrate to the 
Cz*r how muoh bettor it ib to havo a faith- 
ful ally like Germany instead of a Bolfish 
one like England, whioh is likely ab any 
time to slip away and lock after her own 
interest without stopping to assist others 
who are less sagacious. This explanation of 
tho Emperor's conduct is supported by the 
persons moBb intimately acquainted with 
the Czar'a peculiarities. 

Evor ainao his tour through China and 
Japan, Nicholas II has regarded himself as 
an expert judge of Oriental politics. Japan's 
swifb progress hue impressed him and per- 
haps frightened him a little, Ho has had 
work on tho trans-Siberian railway pushed 
forward with all poisiblejspeed wioh a view 
to nslng it for the transportation of troops 
to eastern Asia, His opinion is that the 
war ought to be postponed, if poBBible, until 
the railway Bhall be ready for all tho uses of 
a strategotlo railway, and thus enable Russia 
to play the arbiter of affairs in the Yellow 
sea. 

Japan's friends in Berlin say that bhe 
Czar is nursing an absurd grievanoo against 
Japan. They asBert that he wished Japan to 
postpone the war until Russia oould be fully 
prepared to demolish the victor and diotate 
bhe whole breaby of peace. They criticise 
partly the Emperor's exertionB to confirm 
the Czar in hie peculiar viowa of Japan's ob- 
ligations to RuBBia, 

Tho Frankfurter Zaitung's St. Petersburg 
correspondent says that Prince Lobanoff, 
the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
assured several diplomats thab he is con- 
vinced bhab bhe united action of France, 
Germany and Russia in regard bo bhe China- 
Japan treaty will nob cause any serious com- 
plications. The correspondent aBaerbs bhab 
M. Hanobaux, French Minisber of Foreign 
Affaira, tried to exclude Germany from the 
alliance, and onlj yielded to Russia's Insist- 
ence thab the UDited action of tho three gov- 
ernmenta be confined to certain limits. The 
feeling in Sb.j^Petersburg, according to the 
correspondent, ia bhab the danger of an 
ormod. conflict ia very remote. 

Yokohama, April 27.— The demand by 
Russia, France and Germany that Japan re- 
frain froln annexing the Leaotong poninBula 
is expected to try tho self-restraint of the 
Japanose nation very severely. The gov- 
ernment will find it difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, bo comply without great riBk of in- 
ternal trouble. The preaenb situation Is 
viewed with muoh apprehension, bub ab the 
same time it Is believed that tho govern- 
ment will be constrained to do its utmost to 
meet the European views. 

London, April 27.— A Pekin dispatoh to 
tho Times says ib is the cession of Southern 
Manohuria, as provided for in tho troaty of 
peace, that is chiefly opposed in the Chinese 
capital. Tho agreement to thiB end made 
by Li Hung Chang griovea tho Emperor, be- 
cause tho province of Manohuria ia tho an- 
cestral portion of tho empire, There is loss 
opposition regarding the co8alon of the 
island of FormoBa, which is a now province. 
Tho other artiolea of tho treaty aro regarded 
as boaruble. Several governors and some 
of tho generals opposed submission to the 
publio proclamation that has boon mado. 

Washington, April 27.— Yang Yu, the 
Chinese minister, oalled upon Secretary 
Gresham at half-pasb three o'olock 
today and half an hour later, with- 
in a few momenta after Yang Yu 
departed, the Japaneso minister, who came 
by appointmont, waa closeted with the Seo- 
rotary. Both vieita related to tho clauao in 
tho troaty of peace relutlng to tho occupa- 
tion by Japan of tho Rcgont's Sword 
promontory and tho Korean bay coast from 
Port Arthur to the Yalu river, to 
which Russia has bo strenuously objected, 
Ib is understood thab Russia is 
endeavoring to induoo China to roslst this 
demand, which waB agrood to by LI Hung 
Chang. The United Statea havo doolinod 
to bo drawn into tho controveray to suoh an 
extonb as to toko sides, but will continue its 
good offices, as in tho past, to aeouro peace 
betwoon China and Japan. 



RAVAGES OF A RESERVOIR. 

Sixty Lives Lost and Much Property Destroyed 
by a Hurst Near Paris. 

Paws, April 27.— By tho bursting of a 
reservoir near Epinal to-day a number of 
porBons wore drowned and a largo quantity 
of proporty destroyed. Forty bodies have 
already boon rocovered.

Tho rush of wator through tho villages was 
so sudden that thero was hardly a ohanco to 
escapo ond may persons drowned in their 
beds. Tho number of deaths will exceed 
sixty.

ItlVEIlS INLET. 

River's Inlet, April 24.— Tho Danube 
arrlvod from the North yesterday, complet- 
ing a most successful trip, with the largest 
cargo of valuable maohinery, etc, that has 
yet gone up at one time by any boat. She 
called at all tho canneries, and left tompor 
ary supplies with which to commence work ; 
the bustle of preparing for tho B&lmon pack 
was everywhere viaiblo. The weather was 
very unsettled on tho up trip, yet notwith- 
standing this drowback the numerous pas- 
sengers succeeded in passing many pleasant 
hours. However, tho weather was excellent 
on the return, and allowed the exchange of 
courtesies between the obliging offioore of 
the Btoamer and the hospitablo inhabitants 
of the North. The oannerieB are preparing 
for a big run by laying in a supply of oord- 
wood piles and other commodities. 

At Port Simpson aotive preparations were 
being made for a concert to be hold on the 
23rd insb., with tho object of securing a bell 
for tho English church, the charming young 
lady canvassers meeting with deserved suc- 
cess in the disposal of tickots. Rev. Mr. 
Stevenson's zeal in church and social work 
has made him deservedly popular and his 
numerous friends wish him success in his 
preaont and future efforts. 

The superior flesh forming qualities of the 
spring salmon is woll known on the coast, 
bat at the suggestion of the genial captain 
of the Danube at Port Esslngton on the 
22ad, a practical experiment has been re- 
solved on. Fonr gentlemen (three being 
Irish and one German) woll known 
in cannery enterprise, and whose personal 
appearance gave evidenoe of Bplendid gaa- 
tronomical qualifications, by invitation 
stopped on the scales and the aggregato 
weight of 1,050 pounds waB recorded. A 
fishing boat was immediately sent out, and 
in a few hours a first consignment of seven- 
teen spring salmon, averaging 30 pounds 
eaoh, was placed at their disposal by admir- 
ing friends. At the closo of the run the 
gentlemen's weight will be again taken, and 
their present worthy intentions are not to 
stop increasing their adipose tissue" till the 
reapeotable figure of 1,300 pounds ia 
reaohod. 

The new oannery at River's inlet ia bolng 
built under the able management of Mr. 
Carl Sutter, although laboring under the 
disadvantage of heavy rains. 

The last oargo taken North by the Danube 
amounted to over 000 tons of oannery sup- 
plies, two new oanneries in course of con- 
struction helping to bwoII the amount of 
freight moving just now.

Bella Coola, April 10.— Spring has oome 
and tho settlors aro busy preparing tho 
ground and planting. For tho last two 
weoka or moro tho woathor has not been 
very nioo and tho now settlors aro eagerly 
waiting for a change.

Aleut Bav, April 25.— A voBtry mooting 
of the English ohuroh waB hold on Easter 
week in tho Mission hall, whon ohuroh- 
wardona for tho onsuing year wore chosen.

BEPLY TO MR. WILSON. 

To the Editor :— Talk, like faith, with- 
oat works, is dead, and when any man says 
he has no intention of in any way attempt- 
ing to belittle Canada, and yet, In tho same 
breath as it were, makes comparisons and 
calculations which have this effect, I submit 
that anyone is porfeotly justified in ques- 
tioning bis motive, and moro especially so 
whon his comparisons and calculations aro 
transparently fillacious and orroneouB. 
However, I have no desire to ohurgo Mr. 
William Wilson with such a motive, and 
therefore shall assumo that notwithstanding 
anything ho may say calculated to produco 
a oontrury Impression, hia intentions are tho 
host, and his wishes, hopes, desires und ex- 
pectations aro oentrod upon tho progress 
and development of Canada in goneral and 
British Columbia in particular ; and I fully 
believe this, but oinnot holp remarking that 
his policy is a mistaken ono. 

Bofore doaling with soveral of tho mat- 
tors referred to in Mr. Wilson's last letter, 
I may bo pardoned for roverting to one of 
bis parting shots — tho reason ho gives for 
not oaring to continue this interesting dis- 
cuBBion, viz : that I do not appnar to com- 
prehend what he writoB. Mr. Wilson does 
mo an injustice, and I venture to think that 
if ho will read hia own letters and my re- 
plios oarofully ho will find that tho grava- 
men of the ohargo ia that I do understand. 
The calculations I made and referred to 
wore dear und pluin. They disproved Mr. 
Wilson's statements. But I went further, 
and, besides disproving his calculations and 
oomparisoiiB, I diroctly attacked the systom 
ho adopted In arraying thoso figures 
to attempt to make them provo his 
assertions ; and 1 have no doubt that Mr. 
Wilson's real oomplaint is nob that I did not 
understand, bub that I exposed. No amount 
of personal roferenco to me, will convinco 
anyone that Mr. Wilson's system of com- 
parison was a proper one. It is unnecessary 
now to go over the same ground again. If 
my contention is correct (und mark you that 
Mr. Wilson does not dispute my calcula- 
tions) tho whole premise of his argument is 
gono. 

Mr, Wilson admits tho difficulty of aecor- 
f aining tho relative volumo of businosB in 
Canada and the United StateB in propor- 
tion to the population, and I agree with him 
on that point. Certainly the bank olearings 
aro no basis to work on as he himself sug- 
gests. But ho must remember that tho ar- 
gument was hia and not mine. Had I ad- 
vanced ib I should now endeavor to sub 
stantiato it ; but the boot is on the othor 
foot. And when ho advances an absurdly 
fallacious proposition as ho did, ho suroly 
cannot expecb me to do more than to point 
out the missing faotors, of which he took no 
notioe in his calculations, and ask him to 
supply them before he presumes to require 
thab his conclusions should be considered 
reliable. It can bo no fault of mine that his 
argument ia defeotivo in a vital point. 

With considerable skill in the manipula- 
tion of figures Mr. Wilson oomp-iros tho 
liabilities of Canadian failures for 1894 and 
to March 1895, with the liabilities of tho 
failures of the United States for the 
same period, omitting the year 1893, 
no doubb beoause by leaving out 
1893, he is able, as he says : " To make 
the worse appoar the bettor reason 
Even then ho omits a modost sum of §318,- 
999,000 from the United States total, this 
being the amount of railway foreclosures 
for 1894 in tho United States as shown by 
Bradstroot's. I am unable at the moment 
to cheok the other figures he gives, and 
therefore presume for the sake of tho argu 
mont thab they are corroot, and his com 
parison Bhould therefore bo §149,594,000 
plus §318 999,000 for tho United States 
(total, §408,594,000), to §230,412,000 for 
Canada, or, stated as a substantive proposi 
tion, the liabilities of Unitod States failures 
for 1894 oxceeded the liabilities of Canadian 
failures for the samo period, on a like basis 
of population, by tho proportion of over two 
to one. 

It may seem to Mr. Wilson to bo well 
that he should attempt to cover up his re- 
treat by attempting to belittlo Messrs. 
Earle and Prior in respect of thoir attitudo 
on the British Pacifio railway projoot. Mr. 
Wilson porsiBtB in ignoring tho faot thab the 
Federal parliament have not boon gone to 
by tbo promotors of the British Paoifio rail- 
way company, and .then a condition pre- 
oedont to tho obtaining of any aid, to wit, 
the obtaining of a Dominion chartor, has not 
been fulfilled, and, if Messrs. Earle and 
Prior gave notice in the House of Commons 
of any such request, it would bo futile, and 
would, under present clrcumstanoos, bo 
simply exposing themselves to rldioule. In 
thus denouncing Messrs. Eirle and Prior we 
witneBa Mr. Wilson's unacquaintanco with 
woll known parliamentary usage. I submit 
that it will bo time co ask tho members 
to aot when tho promotors place themselves 
in a position to receive tho aid, and, when 
that time comes, I have no doubb Messrs, 
Eirlo and Prior will bo only too glad to use 
their every influence towards tho end we all 
so much desire, and this is not only my own 
opinion, for they havo each and both repeat- 
edly given voico to their approval of tho 
undortuking. 

Finally, ub Mr. Wilson woll knows, I did 
not open this controversy. Ho thought fit 
to notice some of my remarks bofore the 
Likeral-Consorvativo Association by a lettor 
to tho Times challenging my statements, 
Thoso statements I have fully substantiated, 
and now it 1b to bo romarkod that Mr. Wil- 
son steals away from tho trudo policy of tho 
country to attacks on tho sitting members ot 
tho Houbo of Commons. With rogard to tho 
state of trado, und tho depression of tho 
times and tho eiTuob upon Canada as com- 
pared with tho United States, ample stutis 
tics ovon from Mr. Wilson's own sources of 
information— tho commercial agonoios— dis- 
play tho faot that Canada has sufferod Iobs 
than tho United States, and this uftor a cir- 
cuitous discussion brings us back to tho 
point at which I started, and still we find 
tho premise truo.

BRITISH COLUMBIA CURRENCY. 

To the Editor : — Your leader in re our 
rency In this (27 th) morning's Colonist 
brought to mind a partible of tho almost for 
gotton pasb. Did over anyone see tho 
bwenty and ton dollar gold pieces coined in 
British Columbia (i.e, New Westminster) in 
the year 1862? Tho §20 piooos hud sur 
rounding a simple "crown" the words 
"Government of British Columbia," and at 
the baso "1802." On tho reverse " 20 dol- 
lars," surrounded by a wreath. Tho odgeB 
wore milled — the coin rather more yellow 
than tho usually current coin, softor, and 
weighed moro or contained more gold than 
the Unitod States coin. Horo is a chanco 
for crazy numlsmatios I It is, howevor, as 
woll to lob them know " that only aboub 
ten of theso pieoos wore made," bub bhose 
are souttered abroad. 1 have al 
ways understood that tho reason 
assigned for stopping the mint was 
that it cost much more to mako 
twonty dollar pieoes than thoy oould bo 
bought for, oven taking tho value of tho 
advertisement of British Columbia into the 
calculation, 

I boliovo Captain Gossot, of tho Royal 
Enginoors, advocated tho " mint." It had 
the plant, asBayers, and so forth ; a rathor 
exponBivo affair for so Btnall a thing. After 
a time the Btosm ongino was sold or loaned 
and, I think, wont to Cariboo to crush 
"gold quartz," to bring the mines of quartz 
Into notic>. To thlfl day tho Boarcb for 
g )ld roofa has gone on — but with littlo pay 
ing buccosb. lb scarcely need bo said that 
previous to tho formation of tho colony of 
Vancouver Island " money " dirt nob exist, 
bub in lieu theroof thoro was merchandize of 
various kinds — in othor words, barter. Tho 
"b'ankot" was considered the standard, 
oapable of buying bo many skins 
of this, that or other kind. 
There was a rotative value be- 
tween tho blankets, shirts, groy cotton, 
powder, shot, Vermillion, looking glasses, 
muskets and so forth. Although perhaps 
tho currency did not change, the articles to 
be purchased therewith did, for various 
roasons, vary, and bo more or leas waa pur 
chased with the "blanket." 

At the formation of the oolony curront 
ooin of the realm was a curiosity. Tho 
truck Bystem prevailed— a moro matter of 
aooounts— a very bad system. Soon this 
was rebelled against by tradera in Victoria 
in opposition to the HudBon Bay Co. (fur 
trade), and tho Hudson Bay Co. in England 
wore askod to send out money— whloh bhey 
did nob do. It was nob long before this 
question settled Itself, for from California 
American coin was brought in abundance in 
exchange for goods of various kinds. Ab 
bhiB timo, and for a pretty long period after, 
American coin was tho circulating medium 
of tho colony, but nothing less than " two 
bits " was ever looked ab, save for postage 
and such like. 

Many people remember tho florins sonb 
from England to pay the " Engineers/' 
They would not circulate and in tho end wont 
back ogain, or were bought up at a low fig- 
ure. Even after Confederation a large num- 
ber of small silver coins wero sent from 
Canada, bub the people did nob ueo bbom, bo 
thoy wore also returnod. Of tho modern 
circulating medium and currenoy nothing 
need bo said. Let mo add, however, that 
shells called hiquas wore enrrenoy in and 
aboub Colvillo. Thoy were an artiole of 
value, as well for ornament as otherwise. 
Horses and what not could bo bought with 
these shells, and thoy wore and aro still to 
be found on tho West Coast of Vanoouvor 
Island, bub aro of no value now.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

How Mr. Foster's Defence of the PoBltion 
Taken by the Government on this 
Subject. 

During the discussion on tho address in 
tho Dominion House of CommonB Hon. Mr. 
Foster defended the govornmont against Mr. 
Laurier's chargo that they had been indis- 
creet in issuing a remedial order by a roview 
of tho course of tho government from bo- 
ginniDg to end, and asking whero tho indie- 
crotion came in. Mr. Laurier had touohod 
the Bubjectvery gingerly. Ho complained of 
ministers making decided utterances 
and talking a great deal. Certainly 
that criticism did not apply to 
Mr. Laurier himself. Ho had not 
been talking much. (Hoar, hear, and 
laughter ) Mr. Laurier had spokon of leav- 
ing tho Conservatives to fight out their own 
family quarrels, but whero ? In tho old 
Liberal airnnghold of Huldimand. Thia ox- 
cuso was too thin to put bofore tho electors. 
As to thero being two versions of tho order, 
thero wero no two versions. Thero waa 
only ono ordor and it spoko for itself. 
People might como to different conclu- 
sions about it according to tho light in which 
they viewed it, but this was not peculiar to 
tho Conservative party. There woro 
two views among tho Liberals. Mr. 
Laurier said the ordor wub too dictator- 
ial. La Patrio said it was nervoleBa and 
no order at all. L'Flepteur said it was 
simply tho act of a sheriff paBBlng on an 
execution. Mr. Tarte said tho government 
had simply got down on their kneos and 
mado a prayor to tho government of Mani- 
toba. But there wero no two sides to tho 
order in Vorohert r . where the Liboral can- 
didate went abeau of hia leader and gave 
Mr. Laurier a well deserved rtbuko by 
making a clear statement of his own posi- 
tion. Mr. Foster wont on to say : " lo ono 
thing I do ogrco with tho loador of the 
opposition. I hopo this question will bo 
Bottled as far as poBaiblo out of the heat 
and bitterneBB of political strife, and to that 
end I doprocato discussioos to uny extonded 
degree at this proBent timo. On that ac- 
count I deproeato tho action of a mombor of 
tho Manitoba government in tho province of 
Ontario within thn lust ton daya. The dif- 
ficulty arises in Manitoba ; it can only be 
cured completely by Manitoba horaelf. Tho 
order waa considorod gravo und eorioua 
onouizh by tho Manitoba government and 
legislature, in spiio of tho defiant expres- 
sions previously usod, to warrant them 
in taking timo to consider tho question, 
which, in my viow, is a very wiso and 
proper course. In thoir culm and cool 
momonta they aro to deliberate upon tho 
queatiou, to como to conclusions and to 
formulato thoir decision. Yot tho Attornoy • 
Gonoral of that province, ono of tho cabinet 
who has to tako tho matter into gravo con- 
sideration and como to a conclusion which 
involves the poace and prosperity not only 
of that provinco, but of all other parts of 
tho Dominion, Instead of giving it that calm 
and cool conaidoration it domands, comes 
down to Haldimand, gotB upon the Btump, 
charges tho Dominion govornmont with 
acting merely with a view to gob v'otes, 
and hurls hia dofianoo from ovory plat- 
form in tho country.

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A GOOD MOVE. 

Everyono who knotvB anything about the 
Island of Vancouver desires that tho E. 
& M, railway should be extended to Comox. 
Such an extension would open up a large 
area of excellent land now very diffiault of 
aooeBB, and would give a stimulus both to 
trade and the settlement of this part of the 
Provlnoe. The E;quimalt k Nunaimo Rail- 
way Company aro prepared to go on with 
the extension, provided they ckn get the 
UBual Dominion subsidy of $3,200 a mile. 

We are glad to bob that tho Board of 
Trade have taken the matter up, approving 
of the grant being given and requesting the 
Dominion members to take steps to secure it 
daring the present session of Parliament. 
Tho members of the Board know that tho 
extension of the road will be a benefit to the 
whole community. We are quite sure that 
their fellow oitizenB are of the same mind, 
and we hope that thoy will attend the meet- 
ing to bo held on Monday in force. A 
strong backing of the electors of tho oity 
and the country will materially hold Messrs. 
Earle and Prior In the work they are asked 
to do. Wo are quite sure that ninety-nine 
out of every hundred voters on the Island 
would energetically back up tho Board of 
Trade and the Dominion mombors In their 
effort to proouro aid for tho extonslon of the 
E. & N. line, lb la not to be supposed 
that the Company will bo greatly or im- 
mediately benefited by tho oonstruotion 
of tho extension of tho line. No one expoots 
it for many a long day to pay as a commer- 
cial undertaking, but they will aharo in the 
indireot benefits which its construction will 
confer on the population of the whole Island. 
They take more and greator ritka than the 
other Inhabitants of the Island, and are not 
.so Bure of receiving a corresponding bonofit. 



TEE NICARAGUA OANAL. 

Thero are many on the Paoifio Coast who 
wonder why It ia that tho Amoricans aro bo 
very slow in commencing the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal. The undertaking ia eo 
olearly needed, and tho great advantages to 
be derived from it by tho pooplo of the 
(Jolted States so manifest that it is most 
difficult to conjeoturo what it is that is hold- 
ing baok tho Government of the United 
States and its men of enterprise. That 
some powerful iulluenco has boon exerted to 
hindor and to retard this groat work is tho 
conoloeion at which everyone who gives tho 
projoot Berioua consideration must arrive. 
What that iulluenco is, and how it works, 
is with many still a matter of conjecture, 
lb is now known that the administration is 
favorablo to tho construction of the Canal 
with the holp and undor tho auaplces of the 
Government of tho Ualted Statoa. If any 
doubt existed as to this a letter 
rooontly addreaaod to Dr. Gu/.man, 
tho Nicaraguan Ministor in Washington, 
by Secretary Grosham would dispel it. 
That lettor contained tho following pas- 
sages : 

I oan add little to what haa boon so ably 
and oamestly eaid on many occasions here- 
tofore touching tho deep conviction felt by 
this Governmont that tho completion of tho 
Ititerocuanic canal undor distinctively Am- 
erican auspices and in tho Interest of de- 
pendent a r ates of this hemisphere and of the 
world's commerce, is a necessity, tho im- 
portance of which is shown to grow more 
vital with ouch passing year. Io tho Presi- 
dent's judgment tho speedy realization of 
tho work is ono of tho highoat aima toward 
which tho two govornmontB can move In 
friendly accord, and no effort will bo want- 
ing on our part to bring about ao desirable 
a result, with duo regard to all tho vast In- 
toroBta involved therein. 

Ib oan easily bo Boon from this that if 
President Clovoland possessed tho powor to 
carry out his wiahoa, tho Nicaragua Canal 
would vory Boon bo an accomplished faot. 
Bub ib has boon soon of lato yoars that the 
powor of tho Prosidonb of tho Unitod Statoa 
is aubjoot to many limitatloua of whloh tho 
Constitution says nothing. Sohoming men 
poaaoosing immonao wealth outside the 
Logislaturo, and designing and moroonary 



men who have contrived to obtain seats in 
the Legiilatnre, when they combine, oan 
frustrate the best intentions of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet, and prevent the nation 
obtaining advantages whloh it badly needs. 
But unpatriotio factions and combinations 
will not always prevail in the United States. 
When common sense and trno patriotism get 
the upper hand in tho Republic, tho Canal 
will be constructed. 



AN APPRECIATIVE VISITOR. 

A good many Victorians baliova that thore 
la a powerful Influence at work to injure 
their oily. Disparaging remarks are made 
about it whenever an opportunity offers, 
and it is, they say, often ignored altogether. 
Jealousy of Vlotoria and determin- 
ation to provent its advantages and its 
beauties from being known, they say, aro 
shown in a hundred ways, aome ~of them 
moan and petty, but all of thorn intended to 
bo effective. 

Those accused of traducing and belittling 
Vlotoria deny very emphatically that they 
do anything of the kind. They wish well to 
this oity, they declare, and apeak well of 
her whenever they have a chanoo. The in- 
juBtioo and the injury done hor exist only 
In the imagination of some of her citi- 
zens who aro unjustly Buspioious and 
morbidly sensitive. However that maybe, 
Vlotoria haB had a visitor, and ho a very in- 
fluential ono, who ia not disposed either to 
ignoro her or to treat hor unjustly. That 
visitor ia Mr. George R. Parkin, one of tho 
most eminent of Canadian literary men. In 
a book which ho haa latoly published, " Tho 
Groat Dominion ; Studies of Canada," Mr. 
Parkin doea justice to British Golumbla. 
This Ib how ho notices Viotoria : 

Among the towns Viotoria, though not on 
the mainland, still holds the foremost pluco. 
Originally a Hudson Bay trading post, it 
sprang into importanco when gold was dls- 
oovorod on tho Fraaor River. The wealth 
then gained has been increaaod by the 
mining, sealing and fishing industries 
and by ita being tho ohief cen- 
tre of wholesale supply for the 
Province. In this last particular 
it still holds its own againBt the rivalry of 
Vancouvor. Tho immodiato vioinlly of 
Esqulmalt with which it is connected by tram- 
way, makes Vlotoria praoticilly our naval 
base for the North Pacific. Aa E.-quimall 
has the only graving dock on the Pacific 
Coast of America, tho defences of the place, 
which aro now being pushed on rapidly, 
have nob been begun too soon. The dock- 
ing facilities must soon be increased. When 
the Warsplte in 1892 3 occuplod tho single 
dook for throe montha, ita inadequacy to 
meet the prior rights of the navy and tho 
growlog demands of merohant shipping, waa 
made clear. Viotoria haa a distinctly Eng- 
lish look. With a olimato liko that of the 
warmest parts of Devonshire and picturesque 
surroundings, it attraots numbers of holiday 
visitors from San Franoiaoo. Connection 
with California baa perhaps had something 
to do with raising the rato of wages and 
cost of living. Hero we see the Far West 
begin to merge into the Far East. At 
Viotoria, wo meet with the advanoed guard 
of that Chinese hoat whloh many believe 
only steady realatance oan prevent from 
revolutionizing tho industrial condition of 
Amorioa. 

Every Victorian, we think, will admit 
that Mr. Parkin has formed a fair eatimato 
of Viotoria and haa Bald as muoh to her ad- 
vantage aa could be said in the limited apace 
at his dispoeal. A good word from a man 
of Mr. Parkin's standing and ability will do 
moro good to thia oity than all the disparag- 
ing romarks of jealoua and mercenary oritioB 
oan do haiui. The "Studies" appeared 
first in the London Timoa in tho Bhapo of 
letters. They were, therefore, read by tho 
boat class of readers in the Empire, and his 
book, the Great Dominion, will no doubt be 
read extensively in both Europe and 
Amorioa. There aro fow hotter writers or 
more observant and intelligent travellers 
than Mr. Parkin. Tho Dominion of Canada 
ia to him an open book. Ho ia a native of 
New Brnnswick, and he has visited every 
part of Canada. It can bo seen from tho 
description of Victoria that he Ib caroful 
and accurate and nob given to over state 
nunt. This ia well known now, both here 
and in tho mothor country, and thia ia why 
he la regarded by thoso who are in a position 
to form a correct estimate of his work as a 
most reliable authority on all that relates to 
Canada. 

ARTFUL DODGING. 

It waa thought that when Parliament met 
and the Manitoba School queation came bo 
foro the representatives of tho people for 
discussion, the Loador of tho Opposition 
would como out manfully and state Ids opin 
ions on tho subject. ThoBo who believed 
thia had no idea of tho wondoiful politioal 
and rhotorioal agility of the Leader of tho 
Liborala. If there was ever an " Artful 
Dodgor " in tho world ho is one. If ho is 
determined to evade a subject and to refrain 
from exprosalng himself upon It clearly and 
dofinitoly thero seoma to bo no one in Par 
liament or out of Parliament who oan brlDg 
him to tho point, Ib requires a greab doal 
of skill and more effrontery of a certain 
kind than almost anyone possesses to do 
this. But Mr. Laurior oan dodgo an iBsuo 
longer and more skilfully, we verily believe, 
than any man living ; and when ho has suc- 
ceeded in kooplog clear of tho point and of 
conoealing his thoughts he can f»oo his audi- 
ence as Innocently and as smilingly as if ho 
woro the most open and artless person in ox 
iatonoo. 

Thore aro many who appear to admiro tho 
cleverness and tho aotutonoss which Mr. 
Laurler has exercised in evading subjects, 
and in befogging them, but tho day may 
como when thoy will fiud that Mr. Laurior'a 
ability to deal with a difficult and an an- 
ploasant subjoot Is not at all proportionate 
to his skill and agility in avoiding ib. It 
lo vory eeldom that tho man who la qualified 
to bo an artful dodgor possoaeoa the force and 
tho talent nocoasary to make an offootivo 
worker. • Slipporinoaa and atrongth do not 
of top go together. 

Tho pasoago in Mr. Laurior'a speech that 
doals with tho school quoation Ib a marvol 
of ovaoivonosB. Novor onoo does ho go noar 
any definite exprossion of opinion, Ho 



criticises and carps, and ohaffs and finds 
fault, and does everything but Bay what, in 
his opinion, the Government ought to do in 
the matter. His final dodge, which ia real- 
ly an excuse for hla nlipporlnoau and indo- 
ficitcnesB, is wonderfully clever, because it 
is so exoeediogly plausible. After asking 
what tho Government's message to the Man- 
itoba Logislaturo means, ho goes on to Bay : 

" Until thia is settled I may bo pardoned 
If 1 allude to my own eclf. I read the Con- 
servative papers and paper after paper haa 
done me the honor cf calling upon me to 
advieo tho advisors of His Excellency. I 
oonfesa I am ambition;, perhaps though un- 
worthy, I may bo told, to adviso Hla Excel- 
lonoy, but I am not ready to adviso the ad- 
visers of Hie Exoellenoy." 

This is excellent fooling, but lb ia fooling, 
and nob, wo submit, tho languago whloh a 
patriotic statoaman ought to hold when 
dealing with a subjoot of great difficulty and 
groat Importanco. If tho Government suc- 
ceeds In settling this Manitoba difficulty 
satisfactorily, Mr. Laurior will not, wo 
fancy, fool vory woll pleased with himself 
when ho reflects that tho sottloment waa 
effootod and the danger averted without his 
assistance; thab instead of aiding tho Gov- 
ernment to do what ia right— whioh, if we 
do not mistake, he promised to do — ho did 
what ho oould to placo obataolea In their 
way and to muke a difficult task more 
difficult, 

Mr. Laurior profeeaos to be an admirer of 
British politioal methods. Ib would bo well 
if he inquirod how tho statesmen of the 
Opposition in England acb when tho Gov- 
ornmonb haa to doal with non-political ques- 
tions of great importanco to tho nation. 
They have the greatness of mind and tho 
patriotism to sink party feeling and forget 
party ambition for tho moment, and give 
tholr support and sympathy to the Govern- 
ment of tho day. Tho spirit thoy evince was 
shown in the London Timos tho othor day 
when lb commontcd upon the way in whloh 
Loid Klmberly replied to a deputation of 
sympathizers with tho oppressed Armenians. 
"Tho reply of Lord Kiitlnrly," Bald tho 
Times, " to tho deputation which waitod 
upon him yesterday on the condition of 
Armenia, and moro particularly on tho late 
deplorable massacrea In thut country, will 
commond Iteolf alike to tho good senBO and 
to tho consoionoe of tho nation." Thia from, 
a friend would bo very high praiao ; what 
are wo to say of it as coming from an 
opponent ? 

Can anyone, wo ask, Conservative or 
Liberal, honoetly aay that the way in whioh 
tho Hon. Mr. Laurior haa dealt and ia deal- 
ing with tho Manitoba School Queation, will 
oommond itself aliko to tho good Bonao and 
consoionoe of tho pooplo of Canada ?

yond them, while her vision is gluod to 
tho antipodes of tho soil which she now 
fools too muddy and disagreeable for 
hor chastely aristocratic foot. A groat 
many so called "beauties" havo this 
"air" to perfection. Thoy havo novor 
soon thoroughbred ladies to assooiato 
with them. But thoy havo -road about 
"bearing" and "hauteur" agreat deal. 

Mrs. John Jacob Astor is ono of tho 
truly beautiful women, with a simple, 
charming air and natural dignity. Sho

admire about her whatover. She has no 
negative qualities of either brains or 
personnel, and whatover may bo said 
for or against her beauty, thoro is no 
gotting away from tho fact that beforo 
iier you aro in tho presence of a strong 
individuality.

In place of "a clean hearth and tho 
rigor of the gamo" there are all sorts of 
liberties taken and all sorts of dainty 
accessories contrived to make it more 
social and attractive. 

Tho tally card shown hero is an exact 
copy of ono used at a recent pansy 
whist On that occasion thoro wore 
flowers galore, and no colors woro al- 
lowed but the purples and yellows of 
tho blossoms. Two of tho tallies woro 
placed upon each table, and thoy excit- 
ed considerable admiration among tho 
guosts. As t hey proved practical as woll 
as ornamental, there is no reason against 
thoir use for less elaborate parties, and 
as they aro quite easy to mako each 
hostess can supply herself if tho modol 
moots favor in her sight.

Pass one end through ono in- 
cision from tho under sido and down 
again through tho second. You will 
find that by simply slipping tho ribbon 
along tho noodod number can bo turned 
to view, and porfect tally oan bo kopt.

" Much Cry Little Wool "-Where Does the 
Leader of the Opposition Bland? 

Hon. Mr. Foster in criticizing Hon. Mr. 
Laurier'a speech on the addreas thus speaks 
of Mr. Laurier'a delightful indefiuiteness : 

The hon. gentleman had rung the ohangos 
on the trade question, hut when ho had 
come down from definite assertions, or rather 
definite maledictions, and begun to talk 
about the remedy, how delightfully lndefir> 
ite. He appealed to gontlemon on botd 
sides of tho house if they oould make out, 
from the few sentonoes with whioh the 
hon. gentleman had finished his tirade on 
protection, as to what should ba the p.L- 
acea for tho commercial ills of tho cuun- 
try. (Hoar, hoar.) Instead of plunging 
at once into tho heavy questions of the 
day, hia hon. friond had indulged in a good 
deal of persill .go with reforenoo to tho amus- 
ing instances, he being the authority, which 
were taking pltico and had takon place in 
tho oounail ohambor and olaowhore. He 
had alluded to tho wars between two fao- 
tionB of tho oabinot, bub ho could asauro his 
hon. friond that ho (Mr. Foster) for ono had 
oscapod us yet unscathed (derisive laughter) 
and as ho looked on the happy and content 
ed faces of his colleagues he thought they 
could say tho same. (Continued laughter ) 
Hishon. friend wastoo imaginatlvcandshould 
deal more with actualities. Then the hon. 
gentleman hud spoken of tho elections of the 
17th, and among other things ho olaimod a 
victory in tho city of Queboa in the success 
of Mr. Doboll, and to prove his contention 
had read tho principal planks in that gentle- 
man's platform, which, in tho main, had 
been tho creed of tho Liberal-Conservative 
party for those thirtoon or fourteen years. 
(Applauso and derisive oriea of hear, hear.) 
Ho said that Mr. Doboll favored tho in- 
oroaBO of foreign trade, so did the Liboral- 
Cousorvativo party— (hoar, hear)— in every 
offort toward that end, in tho subsidizing of 
fastooean steamers and in other projects his 
hon. friend and his adherents had oppoaedA 
tho govornn.ont tooth and nail. Mr. 
Doboll very wiaoly favored an inoroaao 
in tho foreign trade — a trade whioh had 
been continually increasing under tho 
rogime of Conservatives and whioh undor 
tho Liberal regime, from 187-1 to 1878, had 
dooroased from $201,000,000, to S154.000,- 
000 and which had again been incroasod to 
$250,000,000 undor Conservative adminis- 
trations. (Applauso ) Tho foreign trado 
could nob bo increased except by a develop- 
ment of the internal resources of the coun- 
try. (Hear, hear.) The hon. eentloman 
had mado much f tho ofact that Mr. Doboll 
favored a fair reciprocal treaty with tho 
Unltod States. (Hear, hear.) That was 
what the Conservative party had 
favored for yeara. (Hear, hoar. ) But Mr. 
Dobell had not said that he was in 
favor of unreatriotod reoiprooity (hear, 
hear and applause) or of having trade rela- 
tions with any country which involved dis- 
crimination against tho rest of the world. 
(Hear, hear.) Although he had favored 
lowering the tariff in so far as it could con- 
sistently 1)3 done, ib oould not bo said that 
ho favored froe trade as it was praotised In 
Great Britain. (Hear, hear.) 

His hon. friond had been somewhat 
tame in his criticisms up to that point, 
bub then ho had happoned to light on 
the old topio of the doprosaion, and im- 
mediately his faoe had lighted up and he 
had laid about him vigorously, and told 
of the oriais and the terriblo diatrosa and 
how they were burdenod on the one hand 
with a national dobt that was orushing their 
life out, and on tho other hand with a griev- 
ous taxation that was equally iniquitous. 
If there was one thing that Conservatives 
did claim, and whioh was based on the ex- 
perience of this oountry, it was that tho 
National policy had kopb tho country steady 
and strong (applause) in tho midsb of four 
years of oommoroial depression, greater and 
more far reaching in its consequences than 
any depression that had ocourred in tho last 
twenty-five yoara in tho history of 
the world. (Applause.) This was 
what they stood upon and were willing 
to be judged in this respect. It 
the hon. gentleman's panacea was, as ho 
said, freo trade aa lb was praotised in Great 
Britain, and as ho denounced tho National 
policy as unable to ward off, bub Inducing 
depression, thoy would ask him by. and bye 
for a satisfactory explanation of his theories 
and to point out why lb was that in tho 
greatoab and almo8t the only freo trado 
country in the world there was to-day and 
bad been for tho last four or five yoars a 
series of depressions in agriculture unknown 
in the previous history of that island, and 
which wero exoroising more serioua thought 
among the atatoamon and economists of 
Great Britain than any other question 
whioh waB boforo tho public. (Cheors.)

Since tho day ho 
entered this houao his advanco haB been 
constant and steady, and as ho has boon 
elevated from poat to poet, it is not tho 
language of flittcry, but of sober truth, to 
Bay that ho was always equal to the ex- 
pectation of his friends. He is now pro- 
moted to a Boat mado illustrous — I will 
speak only of hia own party — by men of 
great ability. From tho very bottom of my 
heart I wiah that bo may discharge tho 
dutios of hia olfioo with as much credit to 
himself as thoy did, and may add, with 
moro benefit to the oountry, though of this 
I havo faint hope and no faith whatever.
